Milk Drivers 302 
Credit Union Has 
Year of Progress 


The Credit Union of Milk 
Drivers & Dairy Employees 302 
held its annual meeting Janu- 
ary 24 at New Milani’s resau- 
rant. 

There was a contested elec- 
tion to the board of directors, 
and Ben Berke, Angelo Bruz- 
zone, and George Carlson were 
elected. Paul.Kieser, a board 
member, retired, and Dawson 
Wright, a candidate for the 
board, was defeated. 

The financial statement of 
the Cerdit Union showed that 
during 1956 the number of 
members increased 27%, bring- 
ing the number up to 747. 

Shares increased 56%, reach- 
ing $187,333. 

Loans to members increased 
42%, rising to $210,141. 

Total assets increased 49%, 
rising to $222,664. 

The net gain for the year was 
$10,487, an increase over the 
year before of 41%. 

The credit committee for 
1957 is headed by Ray Ciremeli, 
and includes John Brown, 
George Vaz, George Brondz, 
and Boyd Murphy. 

William Correia is chairman 
of the supervisory committee, 
which includes George Silva, 
Frances Willis, Lee Barstad, 
Beulah McIntyre, and Mildred 
Powers.

1901, Lundeberg learned the 
story of unionism from his 
parents. His mother, who died 
only a few years ago, was a 
pioneer figure in the Norwegian 
Labor Party. 

As a boy of seven, he marched 
in labor demonstrations with 
her through the streets of Oslo. 
He shipped out of Norway at 
14, and in his long career at 
sea sailed on ships of nine na- 
tions before changing his union 
membership in 1926 from the 
Australian Seamen’s Union to 
the Sailors’ Union of the Pa- 
cific. 

He first rose to prominence 
in the great Pacific Coast mari- 
time strike in 1934. 

Lundeberg picked up the 
pieces of the SUP in the 1934 
strike and built the union into 
a position of international 
power and prestige. 

In 1938 he founded and be- 
came first president of the Sea- 
farers International Union 
which succeeded the defunct 


At his death the SIU em- 
braced some 40 unions, repre- 
senting seamen, fishermen, and 


purchasers of consumer goods.

The amount of idleness re- 
sulting from stoppages was also 
considerably lower. An esti- 
mated 1,250,000 mandays of 
idleness occurred in 1956 be- 
cause of strikes compared with 
1,760,000 mandays in the pre- 
ceding year. In 1954, when the 
postwar low in strike idleness 
was recorded, there were 1,070,- 
000 mandays of idleness. 

The month-long nationwide 
steel strike was responsible for 
one-fifth of the total idleness 
in California in 1956. The sec- 
ond largest amount of idleness 
resulted from a stoppage at two 
calculating machine companies 
in the Oakland area. This dis- 
pute accounted for about 10 
percent of the year’s total idle- 
ness. 

Work stoppage statistics for 
California are compiled by the 
Division of Labor Statistics and 
Research of the California De- 
partment of Industrial Rela- 
tions under a cooperative ar- 
rangement with the U. S. Bu- 
reau of Labor Statistics.

EDITORIALS 
Tough Elasticity 


Not long ago the Communist regime in Poland was given 
an overwhelming vote of confidence, with the Roman Catho- 
lics’ approval, and with the Republican Administration and 
the Democratic Opposition alike pleased that Premier Go- 
mulka was sustained. 

This was an extraordinary event, and more than ordi- 
nary attention should be paid by labor people to its impor- 
tance. 

There is little doubt that it is the forerunner of many 
other events which are going to require what might be called 
tough elasticity of approach. 

Changes are taking place, and we all are going to have 
to change. 

Nothing is easier than to declaim that the Commies are 
a lousy bunch of so-and-sos, and that we'll never trust those 
blankety-blanks, period. 

It’s a lot harder to say nothing for a time after some 


and think it over, and then, hesitantly, tentatively, but cou- 
rageously, embark on some new course. We do that sort of 
thing all the time in the conduct of the affairs of our unions, 
but when the relation of our entire republic with other coun- 
tries is involved, the whole thing is so much more compli- 
cated that it's much more comfortable to take refuge behind 
the barricade of simple hate and from that barricade’s pro- 
tection shoot forth cusswords. 

In Poland, while the vote was officially for Communism, 
actually it was for as much freedom from Communism as 
the Poles think they can get away with at this time. A 
delicate decision to make, but they made it. More and more 
such decisions will have to be made by all of us. 

Take these heads of foreign powers who visit President 
Eisenhower. Should it be assumed that each time it is an- 
nounced that one of them is coming here a sort of referen- 
dum should be taken as to whether or not most of us approve 
of the gentleman in question? 


Naturally, we don't like a lot of them. Mayor Wagner 
of New York made it plain when it was announced that Ibn 
Saud was coming that he wasn’t going to go out of his way 
to be polite to that rich and wily Arab. Later the AFLCIO 
Executive Council from Miami Beach issued a press release 
criticizing Ibn Saud’s visit here, pointing out that the Ara- 
bian monarch is a slave owner and anti-democratic. 

We risk the prediction that there will, as the years go 
on, be less of this tendency to criticize diplomatic recogni- 
tion of foreign regimes we don't like, and less criticism of 
the visits of the heads of such regimes to Washington. 

Our national capital is now a great world center, of im- 
mense importance in the minds of all nations. As we grow 
more accustomed to this fact, it is probable that most of us 
will not be so much interested in relieving our own feelings 
as we are in seeing our country play its role shrewdly, 
strongly, diplomatically, in world affairs. 

This is going to be a hard lesson to learn, because it’s 
only natural that a free-spoken people wishes to relieve its 
feelings by denouncing these unpleasant personages. 

We need to be tough about holding to our principles. 


But we need to be elastic in adopting tactics to enable us to|are all villains to you and

‘Small Go-Getting Gospel Groups’ 


The Rev. Dr. F. E. Reinartz, president of the National}everybody, just like the daily 
papers are. 


Lutheran Council, recently told a session of that organiza- 
tion that statistical studies of the “truly phenomenal” church 
growth in late years show that “‘leaders of the advance, 
proportionately considered, are the Pentescostal and kindred 
groups.” 

The numerical bulk of recent church growth has been 
in the historic oldline churches, but, he pointed out, the most 
striking gains percentage-wise have been made by the small 
go-getting gospel groups. 

When Quakerism was new and small, one of the great 
converts was William Penn, destined later to be the founder 
of Pennsylvania. Disinherited by his father, thrown into 
jail for his religious beliefs, William Penn wrote: 

“Religion, which is at once my crime and mine innocence, 
makes me a prisoner to a Mayor’s malice, but mine own free 
man... O let us be valiant in God’s cause on earth, who have 
but a short time and a few days to live.” 

The spirit of William Penn and of these little religious 
assemblies of today is similar to the spirit of unionism in its 
early days, when organizers of unions were men with the 
uncomfortable and sometimes impolite zeal of religious mis- 
sionaries. They went to jail with the feeling that they had 
“but a short time and a few days to live,” resolute to ‘‘be 
valiant” in a good cause, and each one proud to be “‘mine 
own free man,” no matter what employers, company cops, 
Mayors and Judges might do to limit their physical liberty. 

Do our colossal international unions now play the part 
of “historic oldline churches” or are they comparable in 
spirit to “small go-getting gospel groups’’?
